Claims 1 and 5 

The subject matters of claims 1 and 5 do not appear to be novel in view of documents 1 and 2 cited in the 
ISR. Documents 1 and 2 describe inventions that relate to additives for paper manufacturing that are made by 
copolymerizing an acryl amide monomer, a cationic monomer, and an anionic monomer, and, in the Examples 
thereof, the copolymerization rate of the cationic monomer and anionic monomer is less than 10%, which is 
small. 

Accordingly, the invented additives for paper manufacturing described in documents 1 and 2 are 
considered to have the charges specified in claim 1. 

Claim 2 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-3 cited 
in the ISR. Document 3 (the claims) describes that an amorphous silica or an amorphous silicate each having a 
bulk specific gravity of 0.3 g/ml or less is used as a filler to be mixed with pulp for paper manufacturing. 

Claim 3 

The subject matter of claim 3 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 and 

4 cited in the ISR. Document 4 describes a bulking agent composed of an ester compound of a polyhydric 
alcohol and a fatty acid. 

Claim 4 

The subject matter of claim 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 and 

5 cited in the ISR. Document 5 describes bulky paper containing mercerized pulp. 
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
